A special County Home fund 
iiss been established on th e 
county auditor’s general ledger. 
This fund had a balance of 
$28,961 as of March 31, 1966. 
The fund had a $7,011 deficit 
March 9, 1963, but receipts dur­ 
ing the period totaled $750,756, 
including $454,697 from a tax 
levy for 1963-64-65, $ 229,349 in 
county home receipts, $3,526 
frbm other receipts and $73,184 
transferred from the general 
fund. Expenditures included the 
$ 566,734 previously mentioned 
and $ 158,049 transfer to th e 
nursing fund unit fund. , 


THE EXAMINER noted that 
all County Home receipts are 
credited 
to a 
special 
fund 
from which appropriations for 
the operation of the home are 
subsequently made. He s a i d 
funds derived from ordinary 
County Home o p e r a t i o n s 
should not be credited to a spe­ 
cial levy fund, but instead to 
the general fund in order to be 
available for future appropria­ 
tions for any autfiorizeid gener­ 
al fund purpose. 
The County Agricultural So­ 
ciety report named the fair di­ 
rectors and officers and listed 
compensation received for extra 
duties. 
Board members receive $4 per 
meeting, up to 12 meetings per 
year, plus 10 cents per mile for 
travel on official business.

To accept at face v alue the questioning, sk ep­ 
tical attitude of many Americans about the Viet­ 
nam War and the United States gov ernment 
would be a mistak e. 
This is ft-eedmn at work in a democratic so­ 
ciety, not tile seed of a people’s rev olution or 
the lack of willighess to fight for honored be­ 
liefs. 
There is a great difference between look ing 
ask ance at interv ention in what some describe 
as I civ il war in Southeast Asia and turning 
your back when v our country is threatened. 
fmnmunist nations should not be misled into 
believ ing the Ignited States male population is 
conmosed of drug-tak ing hippies and paunchy, 
middle-aged men more interested in selfish 
pleasures than their country. 
The Communists are right in believ ing Amer­ 
icans are peace-lov ing but the slogan: “Better 
Red Than Dead" nev er did catch on in the 
United States. The Spirit would better be 
summed up; “Better Dead Than Red.” 
If any Communist country—or anv other 
country--suddenly jKised a military threat to 
Amerk » , the former draft card bmners would 


be lining up as serv ice v olunteers side-by-side 
with men who nev er considered destroying 
their cards. 
The thread o! this philosophy may be difficult 
to follow for leaders in countries where the 
word freedom Is taboo. Incomprehensible to 
those in places wti« % walls hav e to be built to 
k eep citizens from fleeing; those where v oters 
hav e only slate of candidates to v ote for and 
those where periodic cultural rev olutions are 
necessary to k eep the power structure stable. 


Actually the reasoning Is elementary to any­ 
one who has liv ed in the env ironment of free­ 
dom. Part of that freeddm is the right to disa- 
p'ee. So America can spawn two diametrically 
qiosite v iews on the Vietnam War but not 
weak en Itself one lota in the matter of self- 
defense. 
There is no weak ening because Americans 
cherish the right of dissent guaranteed by their 
Glov ed country to the extent that they will 
giv e their v ery liv es to preserv e it. 
Some countries in the past hav e misjudged 
American unity, patriotism and loyaltv to al­ 
lies. The mistak e came back to haunt them. 
It Is our sincere hope that other countries do 
not mak e the same mistak e. 


Learliin g Th e Election Game 


The South Vietnam election aftermath leads 
us to believ e the people of that country a rt 
learning to mimic the United States. This 
brings embarrassment to those hoping to lead 
the nation <wt of the Dark Ages. 
More tham 80 per cent of South Vietnam’s re­ 
gistered v oters refused to be intimidated by 
Viet Cong terrorist tactics and oewt bidlots. This 
could be considered a good turnout ev en in 
peacetime, but under war conditions in a pri­ 
mitiv e ciMintry, the figure is incredible. 


Many v illagers were bewildered and confused 
by the thick pack et of paper ballots. Some ad­

WASHINGTON 
Many people are under the impression that 
cmgressional committee hearings are held 
to get information on which our legislators 
can act in passing laws. This, of course, 
is ridiculous. 
Most congressional c<» n- 
mittee chairmoi, both in

mak e up their minds be­ 
fore they hold a bearing 
and then select witnesses 
who will agree with them. 
Occasionally a witness may 
testify in opposition to the 
thoughts of the chairman 
ah n« diwaia 
and then he’s in for a rough time. 
But by and large, witnesses don’t hav e 
to do much testifying because the senators 
and congressmen not only ask the questions 
but giv e the answers as well. This is how 
it goes.

LONDON* Inside labor here there Is no Ma­ 
fia, no mobe, no corruption, no corruptibles, no 
thiev ery and no one Is “muscled” by an under­ 
world into turning ov er a local branch to soma 
burgeoning young Cosa Nostra 
hood in scarc'h of an empire. 
It’s all symbolized by a 
massiv e block of sculpture, 
by the late Sir Jacob Epstein, 
of a taut and weary woman, 
her oustretched arms beseech­ 
ingly holding aloft a child, 
limp or perhaps dead of hun­ 
ger. She is of the people the 
poor, perhaps of earlier gen- 
orations. But the sculpture is

there where the leaders of British labor must 
pass it ev ery day It dominates the courtyard 
of the 'Trades Union Congress’s national build­ 
ing 
These are dedicated men with no edifice 
complex. They do not build huge modern build­ 
ings nor monumental treasuries. In all, the en­ 
tire labor mov ement here has assets of $334 
milliGn compared with the AFL-CIO’s unions’ $3 
billion. 
British labor’s income annually is about $« 
million compared with American labor’s I? bil­ 
lion. Walter Reuther’s strik e fund alone now to­ 
tals far more than all the monies tak en in by 
the United Kingdom’s 170 major unions. 
Furthermore, no mob can corrupt the union 
chiefs here because they are paid off in dedica­ 
tion. Cv nics can sneer. But there are those who 
tak e their people’s trust seriously and remem­ 
ber their labor origins. 
Onlv a few top officials here are paid as 
much as $10.000 a year. From this they pay 
omniv orous taxes. George Woodcock , head of 
the entire British Trades Union Congress, is 
paid some $9 ,800 a year. His deputy, Victor 
Feather, is paid about $8,120 annually. 


THESE ARE THE national officials. Ameri­ 
can Teamsters might be fascinated by what is 
paid to Frank Counsins. general secretary of 
the Transport and General Work ers union, larg­ 
est in England, and proportionately the biggest 
in the world. This English counterpart of the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters .pays 
Mr. Cousins some $9 .800 annually ■ compared 
with the $100,000 paid to the Teamsters Broth­ 
erhood general nresident. 
Another $9 .800-a-year man is the intense I.e? 
Cannon, head of the Electrical Trades Union. 
He was getting less than $6,000 until recently 
But the union purchased a contputer and could 
not hire any one to program and operate It for 
less than V OOO yearly. Since it Vraild not he 
dignified to pay Cannwi, the union president 
less than a technical employe, his wage was 
raised to top the com piler dwp. 


And that’s about all the money these fellows 
get. There are no cars, no expense accounts 
except to cov er minimal trav el and inexpensiv e 
hotel rooms. 
Of course, ev erybody complains about the 
high coat of lidng, but not about tiie low base- 
of salaries. This is their profession. They seek 
it as some seek medical and legal careers. So 
when the Mafia showed up In the person of 
Sam Giacana some sev en years ago in search 
of new territory, the union men Inquired of 
their own M etr^iitan police who contart'‘d the 
FBI and also sought out this columnist. The no­ 
lice here had not been using fingerprints But 
they socn learned that it was Sam Giancana, 
now the self exiled boss of Chicago’s crime sin­ 
dícate (accordinp to the FBI).

Onesided? 


Resentment is building up throughout the 
country because the Johnson administration has 
not allowed the war in 3fietnam to be fought 
effectiv ely and v igorously by the U.S. armed 
serv ices, as recommended unanimously by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff.

Onesided? 


Resentment is building up throughout the 
country because the Johnson administration has 
not allowed the war in Vietnam to be fought 
effectively and vigorously by the U.S. armed 
•services, as recommended unanimously by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
At the recent convention of American Legion 
war veterans in Boston, a large number of the 
delegates manifested bitterness unprecedented 
in previous years 
President Johnson apparently doesn’t realize 
what has been going on between the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and Secretary of Defense McNa­ 
m ara. 
The President instates there is “ no deep divi­ 
sion” between Mr Mcnamara and himself and 
the Joint Chiefs. But the subcommittee of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, after three 
weeks of hearings, in which top military offi­ 
cers testified, ha? come to the conclusion a ser­ 
ious blunder has been made. The eight mem­ 
bers of the subcommittee — five Democrats 
and three Republicans — are unanimous in 
their denunciation of the President’s policy, and 
charge him openly with having failed to heed 
military advice. 
The subcommittee, in its report, says in 
part: 
“Targets on the Joint Chiefs of Staff list 
could not be hit without the approval of the 
secretary of defense and other high civilian au­ 
thority. As a result, during the entire year of 
I960 less than one per cent of the total sorties 
flown against North Vietnam were against fixed 
targets on the JCS target list.” 
The subcommittee adds* 
“ In our hearing we found a sharp difference 
of opinion between civilian authority and top­ 
level military witnesses who appeared before 
the subcommittee over how and when our air 
power should be employed against North Viet­ 
nam. In that difference we believe we also 
found the roots of the persistent deterioration 
of public confidence in our air power, because 
the plain facts as they unfolded in the testimo­ 
ny demonstrated clearly that civilian authority 
consistently overruled the unanimous recom­ 
mendations of military commanders and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff for a systematic, timely, 
and 
hard-hitting 
integrated 
air 
campaign 
against the vital North Vietnam targets. 
“ Instead, and for policy reasons, we have 
employed military aviation In a carefully con­ 
trolled, restricted and graduated buildup of 
bombing pressure which discounted the profes­ 
sional judgment of our hest military experts 
and substituted Hvilian judgment In the details 
of target selection and the timing of strikes 
We shackled the true potential of air power 
and permitted the buildup of what has become 
the 
world’s most formidable antiaircraft de­ 
fenses. . . . 
‘ We have not lost. hut we have not achieved 
our objectives and the war goes on The price 
we have exacted from North Vietnam for its 
continued aggression is one that it is still will­ 
ing to pay and the level of interdiction of the 
southward flow of men and materiel has per­ 
mitted enough Infiltration to enable the enemy 
to continue to fight in the south ” 
The subcommittee states that the military 
chiefs are confident that the port of Haiphong 
can be closed, the land lines of communication 
to China interdicted, and Hanoi’s receipt and 
% distribution of “ war-sustaining m ateriel” great­ 
ly reduced by the planes of the Air Force and 
the Navy. But thi* is not being permitted. 
Thus, the "credibility gap’' In Washington I* 
widening The administration Is arguing that 
there is no serious rift between civilian leaders 
and the military chiefs. 
The Prudent declares that during the 96 
years he has been in Washington and associat­ 
ed with the military, he has never known a 
period when he thought “ there was more har­ 
mony. more general agreement, and a more 
cooperative attitude or when there were more 
able men in control.” 
Members of the Sonata subcommittee would 
agree that there never was more harmony 
among the military men. hut thev do not agree 
that there is harmony as between the military 
men and the secretary of defense. 
Their feeling is that the President has he*n 
getting only one side of the story, and this 
through a member of his oahjnet. 
Mr. Johnson has not called in the military 
men alone for direct consultations day bv dav 
In forming decisions which only the command- 
e r - i n - c h i e f is supposed 
to make.

Napoleon T. Holbrook, super­ 
intendent

State Park, requested Hancock 
County commissioners at their 
meeting Tuesday in New Cum­ 
berland to release funds for 
construction of a trailer camp 
or recreation facilities. 
The county has some $16,000 
which the commissioners held 
from last year's budget for the 
park.

HANCOCK is the only county 
where funds are used in support 
of a state park, commissioners 
said. 
Holbrook explained he has 
been contacted by the division of 
state parks and was instructed 
to inform commissioners the 
state now has between $17,000 
and $20,000 available to match 
county funds for work at Tom­ 
linson Run if the commissioners 
release county money to match 
those provided by the state. 
“I think it's a very weak ges­ 
ture on their part,” Jack Ev­ 
ans, president, commented. 
“The county has put approxi­ 
mately a quarter-million dollars 
Into the park and this is all they 
offer us in return,” he added 
‘‘This is totally unfair to Han­ 
cock County,” Edward Nogay, 
commissioner, charged. 
“They want us to finance our 
own park by ourselves, while 
the remainder of the state parks 
are financed by state funds,” he 
added.

‘Neutron Bomb" Among Armament 
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Twenty five years ago the 
race for the atomic bomb be­ 
gan in Oak Ridge, Tenn.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Even 
as America’s weapons makers 
revamp and improve stockpiled 
nuclear weapons, work is under 
way on exotic new types of ar­ 
mament. 
Government officials say fu­

“neutron 
bomb"—once described as a 
kind of death-ray weapon—but 
also pure-fusnon weapons that 
would not require atomic bomb 
triggers and thus would produce 
no radioactive fallout. 
These and other developments 
concerning America’s present 
nuclear arm s posture came out 
in response to queries submitted 
to the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion by The Associated Press. 
The AEC collaborated with 
the Defense Department in pre­ 
paring its answers. AEC Chair­ 
man Glenn T. Seaborg and Brig. 
Gen Edward B. Giller, director 
of the ABC’s Division of Mili­ 
tary Applications, were inter­ 
viewed separately. 
In addition to references to re­ 
search work on the pure-fusion 
weapons and the neutron bomb. 
the AEC’s written answers of­ 
fered these further highlights: 
—The American stockpile of 
“ tens of thousands’ of individu­ 
al nuclear weapons includes nu­ 
clear 
antisubmarine 
rockets, 
torpedoes and depth charges — 
weapons that have had little of­ 
ficial mention in the pasm 
—Red China apparently has a 
“rational, well-organized’’ nu­ 
clear weapons development pro­ 
gram —and 
conceivably 
could 
launch an intercontinental bal 


listic missile test vehicle before 
the end of this year. 
—The United States still holds 
an 
over-all 
lead 
in nuclear 
weapons over the Soviet Union. 
Seaborg also referred to that 
over-all lead, but he cautioned: 
“ Weapons can become almost 
obsolete in comparison to those 
of a potential adversary. And 
that’s why we need to test so 
frequently. We’re rebuilding and 
re-working our stockpile con­ 
stantly.” 
Seaborg 
also said,

States has “ things on the draw­ 
ing board that will be the weap­ 
ons of the future” and “ we have

Giller said U.S. advances In 
nuclear weaponry go far beyond 
the expectations of the pioneer 
weapon-makers of a quarter- 
century ago. 
A clear implication of Ciller's 
remarks, though, was that the 
same scale of advance beyond 
expectations is also true of the 
Soviet program. 
Other highlights of the inter­ 
views: 
—Giller said the AEC’s re­ 
search weaponeers continue to 
try to develop “ tailored out­ 
puts” of so-called conventional 
nuclear bombs—including con­ 
tinued work on the “ neutron 
bomb ” 
The Defense 
Department, 
said Giller, has shown interest, 
for possible military use, in 
comparatively “clean” nuclear 
explosive devices—that is, de­ 
vices relatively low in radioac­ 
tivity yield— that the AEC has 
developed from its “ Plowshare” 
program. The latter program is 
aimed at using nuclear explo­ 
sives for peaceful uses, such as 
carving out canals and harbors. 
—Seaborg said that, for the 
present at least, the United 
States has no plans for further 
cutbacks in the production of 
plutonium, a key ingredient of 
nuclear explosives.

Gen. Edward B Giller, director 
of the AEC's Division of Mili 
tary Applications, were inter­ 
viewed separately. 
In addition to references to re­ 
search work on the pure-fusion 
weapons and the neutron bomb. 
the AEC's written answers of­ 
fered these further highlights :H 
—The American stockpile of 
“ tens of thousands’ of individu­ 
al nuclear weapons includes nu­ 
clear 
antisubmarine 
rockets, 
torpedoes and depth charges — 
weapons that have had little of­ 
ficial mention in the pastn 
—Red China apparently has a 
“rational, well-organized” nu­ 
clear weapons development pro­ 
gram —and 
conceivably could

listic missile test vehicle before 
the end of this year. 
—The United States still holds 
an

Seaborg also referred to that 
over-all lead, but he cautioned:

Other highlights of the inter­ 
views: 
—Giller said the AEC's re­ 
search weaponeers continue to 
try to develop "tailored out­ 
puts” of so-called conventional 
nuclear bomba—including con­ 
tinued work on the “ neutron 
bomb ” 
The Defense 
Department, 
said Giller, has shown interest, 
for possible military use, in 
comparatively “clean” nuclear 
explosive device*—that is, de­ 
vices relatively low in radioac­ 
tivity yield— that the AEC has 
developed from its "Plowshare” 
program. The latter program is 
aimed at using nuclear explo­ 
sives for peaceful uses, such as 
carving out canals and harbors. 
—Seaborg said that, for the 
present at least, the United 
States has no plans for further 
cutbacks in the production of 
plutonium, a key ingredient of 
nuclear explosives.

ANSWER: Most of the sugar we eat comes from either 
sugar cane or sugar beets. These materials are cleaned. 
Sugar cane is crushed and sugar beets are soaked to re­ 


move the juice. This juice is heated and passed through 


various filters, which can control the color and size of the 
crystals in the finished product. The juice is evaporated to 
a mixture of crystals and heavy syrup. This is then intro­ 
duced into a centrifuge, a machine which can spin the mix­ 


ture very rapidly The centrifugal force, working outwards, 


spins off the sirupy molasses, which dains out through an 


outer pipe, but the crystals fall down through the center. 
Since the molasses gives the color, the sugar crystals come 


out lighter. After spinning several times, these crystals can 
be made pure white, which is our familiar white sugar. To 
produce brown sugar, special filters are used which result 
in crystals of smaller size and not all the syrup is spun off, 
which gives a special and pleasing taste to brown sugar. 


All sugar tastes good, but people tend to split into those who 
like the white or brown better.
